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GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Auiiual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1907.  It  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Local 
Government  Board.  1 have  included  Table  II.  in  addition  to  tlie  usual  Tables,  but  I have  not  been 
able  to  record  all  the  items  as  fully  as  I sliould  like  to,  on  account  of  the  District  having  undeigoiie 
certain  changes  and  alterations  between  the  census  of  1891  and  the  census  of  1901.  The  figures  in 
consequence  can  only  be  estimated  approximately. 

Population  of  the  District. — The  population  has  decreased,  a condition  which  is  common 
in  all  Rural  Districts.  There  are,  however,  a few  villages  where  there  has  been  a slight  increase ; 
this  is  noticeable  in  those  villages  which  are  situated  close  to  an  industrial  centre  or  near  a large 
town.  There  seems  to  be  a tendancy  for  people  who  have  business  in  a large  town  to  reside  a few 
miles  away  from  their  offices.  The  means  of  locomotion  have  improved  so  that  distances  are 
becoming  annihilated.  This  brings  people  into  the  district  who  can  erect  a good  class  of  house 
where  modern  sanitary  conditions  can  be  insisted  upon  to  the  benefit  of  the  whole  community. 

1 have  based  my  calculations  on  the  census  of  1891  and  1901.  This,  of  course,  gives  a decreasing 
population.  The  birth  rate  is  in  excess  of  the  death  rate,  but  there  are  many  young  people  who 
migrate  to  the  towns  when  they  reach  the  years  of  maturity.  I have  noticed  one  reason  for  this, 
that  is,  there  is  a great  deficiency  of  suitable  cottages  for  young  people  who  wish  to  get  married  and 
instead  of  preferring  to  wait  for  a cottage  in  their  native  village,  they  gravitate  to  more  populous 
areas.  If  a scheme  could  be  devised  whereby  cottages  could  be  erected  at  a reasonable  cost  and  at 
a rent  consistent  with  the  average  wage,  we  should  not  find  our  villages  becoming  so  depopulated. 

Birth-Rate. — The  Births  registered  during  the  year  were  393,  giving  an  average  of  31‘75  per 
1000.  This  is  very  low  and  under  the  average,  but  there  were  only  23  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year,  so  that  the  nett  result  is  370.  In  times  of  prosperity  the  birth-rate  rises.  I hope,  therefore, 
we  shall  see  a higher  birth-rate  another  year  as  there  are  signs  of  a turn  in  the  tide  of  the 
agricultural  depression. 

Death-Rate. — The  Death-Rate  in  the  district  for  the  year  is  12’34.  There  have  been  24  deaths 
of  residents  ouside  the  district  and  no  deaths  of  non-residents  in  the  district.  This  gives  a corrected 
death-rate  of  13’75  which  is  below  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  We  have  a low  birth-rate, 
but  we  have  a low  death-rate  to  correspond. 

Infant  Mortality. — I have  great  pleasure  in  recording  the  lowest  Infant  Mortality  for  the 
last  ten  years  and  probably  a longer  period.  The  rate  is  58'5.  Previous  to  this  year  the  lowest 
death-rate  was  75,  which  occurred  in  1903.  This  is  a very  important  rate  and  on  it  depends  one  of 
our  means  for  preventing  the  disastrous  effect  of  a continual  low  birth-rate  and  for  arresting  the 
decrease  in  our  diminishing  population. 


Mortality  of  Children. — The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  is  39.  This 
is  very  low  and  I may  say  satisfactory. 


Mortality  of  the  Aged. — The  number  of  deaths  of  persons  over  (15  is  119. 
average  for  seven  years,  this  compares  favourably  : —

Infectious  Diseases. — The  following  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been  notified  duiing  the

Scarlet  Fever. — 43  notifications  were  received  of  which  39  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  there  were  no  deaths.  There  have  been  more  cases  this  year.  The  majority  of  these 
cases  have  been  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  with  satisfactory  results.  Four  cases  refused  ^ 
removal  to  the  Hospital,  they  could  be  well  isolated  at  their  own  homes.  The  larger  proportion 
of  the  removal  cases  came  from  Stevington  and  Great  Barford.  Cases  from  these  two  villages 
kept  occurring  at  intervals. of  a few  weeks,  shewing  that  possibly  these  may  have  been  milder  cases 
that  did  not  present  the  usual  symptoms  and  yet  possessed  the  same  power  of  infecting  others 
whom  they  came  in  contact  with. 


Diphtheria. — 8 notifications,  5 removals  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  1 death.  The  three  cases 
that  refused  to  be  removed  could  be  well  isolated  at  home. 


Enteric  Fever. — 4 notifications,  1 removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  1 death.  3 of  these  cases 
were  traceable  to  water  polluted  with  sewage.  The  fourth  case  occurred  in  a young  man  who  had 
only  come  to  the  district  a few  days  before  he  was  taken  ill. 


Measles. — 4 deaths  have  occurred  from  Measles,  3 at  Wootton  and  1 at  Wymington.  There 
have  been  epidemics  at  Wootton,  Kempston  Eural,  Stagsden,  Wymington,  Turvey,  and  Kenhold. 


Erysipelas. — 5 notifications,  1 death. 


Whooping  Cough. — 3 deaths. 


Zymotic  Death-Kate. — 11  deaths,  giving  a rate  of  -75  per  1000.

SANITAEY  ADMINISTEATION. 


During  the  year  I have  visited  with  Mr.  Turnbull,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  all  the  villages  in 
the  district  and  inspected  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies.  We  found  man}"  of  the^  Cowkeepers  who 
sold  and  delivered  milk  were  not  registered  as  purveyors  of  milk.  Since  our  visits  they  have 
complied  with  the  requirements  as  regards  registration. 

The  Cowsheds  of  those  who  sold  milk  in  any  quantity  were  kept  clean,  well  ventilated,  and 
their  sanitary  conditions  were  generally  satisfactory,  but  there  were  some  Cowkeepers  who  kept 
only  two  or  three  cows  who  neglected  to  carry  out  the  regulations  about  lime  washing  and  cleansing 
the  floors.  Notices  were  served  on  them  requiring  them  to  put  and  keep  their  Cowsheds  in  a 
sanitary  condition.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  informs  me  that  the  necessary  improvements  have  been 
carried  out. 

I think  it  would  be  atlvisable  if  the  Council  would  make  enquiries  about  the  working  of 
Creameries  and  Butter  Factories  and  let  Farmers  know  of  the  benefits  that  could  be  derived  from 
their  adoption.  Butter  would  be  made  of  a uniform  standard  and  would  command  a better  price. 
Inspection  could  be  carried  out  more  efficiently  and  all  sanitary  defects  could  be  remedied. 

During  the  year  we  have  arranged  a system  for  thorough  House-to-house  Inspection,  thus 
enabling  us  to  remedy  many  defects  that  have  hitherto  been  overlooked.  The  district  has  been 
divided  into  thirteen  sub-divisions  of  three  or  four  villages  each,  and  these  groups  of  villages  have 
been  carefully  inspected  every  mouth,  taking  one  group  every  four  weeks.  We  have  also  inspected 
the  Bakehouses,  Workshops  and  Schools. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — I have  visited  with  Mr.  Turnbull,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
inspected  all  the  places  I could  hear  of  that  are  required  to  be  inspected  under  this  Act.  There  are 
a very  few  Factories  in  the  district,  but  there  are  several  Workshops,  the  majority  are  small  and 
only  employ  a few  hands.  In  several  instances  there  were  no  abstracts  and  the  lime  washing  had 
not  been  done,  but  on  the  whole  they  have  been  kept  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  in  a satisfactory 
state.  In  two  Bakehouses  we  found  a bedroom  over  the  bakehouse  with  a very  thin  wooden  ceiling, 
but  in  both  cases  they  have  been  remedied.  Mr.  Turnbull  has  given  me  a Eeport  which  appears 
later  on. 

Water  Supply. — I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  year  great  improvements  have 
taken  place  in  the  Water  Supply  of  parts  of  the  district.  The  villages  of  Cardington,  Elstow,  and 
Eenhold  have  had  water  laid  on  from  the  Biggleswade  district.  This  water  is  of  good  quality  and 
comes  from  the  lower  “ Greensand.”  Most  of  the  houses  have  been  connected  by  the  landlords. 
This  will  prove  very  beneficial  to  the  health  of  the  district  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  note  if 
diseases  become  less  trequent  and  if  the  death-rate  decreases.  There  is  a possibility  of  other  villages 
being  supplied  by  water  in  a similar  manner.  I hope  to  record  such  a satisfactory  work  next  year. 
It  should  be  recollected  that  Wymingtou  has  a supply  of  Water  from  the  mains  of  the  Eusliden 
Urban  District  Council. 

The  Water  Supply  of  many  of  the  outlying  villages  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  It  is  derived 
from  shallow  wells,  from  tanks  and  water  butts,  which  catch  the  rain  off  the  roofs  of  houses, 
and  from  ponds  on  the  side  of  the  road.  All  water  obtained  from  these  sources  is  liable  to  become 
polluted  from  time  to  time  and  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory.  The  expense  of  improving  the  Water 
Supply  of  outlying  villages  is  prohibitive,  but  much  can  be  done  in  a small  way  year  by  year.  Water 
from  some  of  these  shallow  wells  is  withdrawn  by  buckets.  Now  if  pumps  could  be  supplied  to 
them,  a common  source  of  pollution  could  be  avoided  at  a very  small  outlay.  I have  already  made 
representation  to  owners  of  wells,  and  I hope  to  have  some  success  in  substituting  pumps  for 
buckets. 

Sewage  and  Eemoval  of  Excreta. — In  Eural  Districts  there  is  always  some  difficulty  in 
dealing  with  sewage  in  a satisfactory  way.  Persons  have  to  dispose  of  their  own  excreta  in  the  best 
way  they  can  without  creating  a nuisance  to  their  neighbours.  Where  houses  have  no  drains  and  a 
very  small  area  of  ground  on  which  the  building  is  situated,  the  question  of  disposal  in  a sanitary 
method  becomes  difficult,  however  willing  the  occupier  may  be  to  keep  his  premises  clean.  This 
difficulty  IS  greatly  increased  when  a village  becomes  more  populous.  The  principal  system  of 
disposal  of  liquid  sewage  is  the  dumb  well  or  cesspit  with  an  overflow  to  some  ditch.  This  is 
satisfactory  when  the  cesspit  is  water-tight  and  the  ditch  does  not  run  close  to  other  houses.  Dry 


refuse  is  j)laced  in  an  ash-pit  which  is  periodically  emptied.  The  closets  have  the  pail  system  and 
the  midden  vault  system ; the  former  is  satisfactory  when  there  is  a sufficiently  large  garden  to 
dispose  of  the  contents  every  week,  the  latter  system  is  in  vogue  in  some  places  where  there  is  no 
garden.  This  is  emptied  periodically.  During  the  year  two  villages,  Sharnbrook  and  Wootton, 
have  commenced  a small  drainage  system  which  collects  the  discharge  from  several  houses  and 
disposes  of  it  in  such  a way  as  not  to  interfere  with  anyone. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  statistics  that  the  villages  situated  near  Bedford  and  Kushden  are 
increasing  their  population.  This  means  that  new  houses  spring  up  and  in  some  places  a small 
suburb  appears.  It  will  be  noticed  that  this  especially  applies  to  the  villages  of  Goldington,  New 
Fenlake,  Biddenham,  and  to  a less  extent  to  Clapham,  Elstow,  and  Cardington.  It  will  be  wise  to 
anticipate  trouble  in  the  disposal  of  sewage  matter  and  excreta  in  these  villages.  I would  suggest 
for  your  consideration  that  a Fund  be  established  and  added  to  year  by  year  to  provide  means  for 
carrying  out  a drainage  system  and  other  works  when  the  needs  of  these  villages  require  a more 
efficient  system  than  at  present  in  vogue.  By  this  means  the  liatepayers  would  not  be  asked  to 
provide  suddenly  large  sums  of  money  to  carry  out  urgent  works.  In  epidemics  of  infectious  or 
contagious  diseases,  due  to  insanitary  conditions,  districts  are  called  upon  to  spend  an  excessive 
amount  of  money  from  which  they  may  take  several  years  to  recover.  In  the  absence  of  proper 
drainage,  I would  recommend  that  in  all  populous  parishes  a system  of  scavenging  be  inaugurated. 
This  could  be  managed  in  each  parish  by  the  Sanitary  Parochial  Committee  by  delegation  from 
this  Council.

During  the  year  the  Council  have  required  the  district  to  be  divided  into  sub-districts  for  House- 
to-house  visitation  and  inspection  and  since  August  last  15  parishes  have  been  so  dealt  with, 
resulting  in  the  thorough  inspection  of  1716  houses,  accommodating  7117  of  the  district  population. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  do  this  without  the  aid  of  a qualified  Assistant,  which  I have  been  obliged 
to  secure  in  order  to  carry  out  the  multiplied  duties  of  my  office,  and  for  such  extra  services 
considerable  extra  expenses  are  incurred.
